MEETING CHICAGO HALF WAY 
It seems to us that the recommenda- 


tions made to the secretary of war by 
Major-General Taylor, chief of army en- 
gineers, and Major Putnam, district en- 
gineer of Chicago, relative to the diver- 
sion of water from Lake Michigan by the 
sanitary district of Chicago are reason- 
able and just to all interests concerned. 
It is proposed to issue a five-year permit 
to the sanitary district to divert 8.500 
cubic feet of water per second, which is a 
reduction of 1500 cubic feet from what is 
now being drawn. 
Within this period 


Chicago is to provide a sewage disposal 
sj-stem capable of serving its requirements 
one hundred per cent. At the end of the 
five-year period, or before, the volume of 
water diverted must be reduced to 4.500 
cubic feet per second, the amount now le- 
gally authorized. In the meantime, Chica-' 
go is to make every effort to conserve its 
water by installing meters in at least 
ninety per cent of its services. 
It may 


further be required to erect compensating 
works to restore the lake levels, and must 
deposit a certified check of §1.000,000 
with the government as evidence of good 
faith in this matter. 


We believe this solution of the contro- 


versy will be viewed with favor by the 
lake states and shipping. There is no dis- 
position to bear down unduly on Chicago's 
neglect of sanitation by failure to provide 
mechanical sewage reduction plants. All 
that is demanded of her now is that she 
shall remedy this condition with the ut- 
most dispatch. 
There will be a. willing- 


ness to grant her sufficient time to safe- 
guard the health of her people, and to con- 
tinue to take such an amount of water 
from Lake Michigan as is absolutely nec- 
essary to this purpose. 


On the other hand, Chicago should not 


be permitted to evade her responsibilities 
or to engage in duplicity. She should be 
made to understand that her unlawful tak- 
ing of water must come to an end within 
five years, and that she is to make every 
effort to economize in the use of water 
now taken. We do not think it is essen- 
tial that Chicago should agree to the five- 
year period. 
That should be imposed. 


She 
should be made to agree to only 


those things "which place the burden of 
remedying conditions upon her shoulders. 
Particularly, Chicago should not be per- 
mitted to misrepresent her ability to meet 
the terms proposed by the war department 
officers. 
Whatever is necessary to be 


done in the interest of navigation and the 
maintenance of lake levels can be done. 
Certainly it can be done within five years 
and in all probability less. 


the other hand, could hardly proceed in 
any case except on tho political basis. He 
was open to the charge of reprisal against 
the Montana senator, because of the lat- 
ter's exposure of Mr. Paughprty's all- 
around uniitness for the office he held. Be- 
cause Mr. Stone dared to bring a case 
against a United States senator before a 
federal grand jury on its merits, he 
aroused the -wrath of members who think 
only in terms of politics. However, tho 
fact stood out that Mr. Stone's appoint- 
ment to the supreme court was entitled to 
consideration entirely apart from his con- 
nection with the "Wheeler case, and the 
senate had to accept that fact. 


It is complained that tho bringing of 


proceedings against Mr. Wheeler in the 
District of Columbia is iu the nature of 
persecution, on the ground that it is a vio- 
lation of the constitutional requirement 
that a man must be indicted and tried 
for an offense where it is committed. Mr. 
Stone replies that the evidence at "Wash- 
ington shows that^the violation of law, if 
there was one. occurred -within the juris- 
diction of the federal court in the Dis- 
trict of Columbia. Whether this is so or 
not, the courts will duly determine, so 
there is no occasion to get excited about 
this phase of the case. 
Moreover, the 


senate forgets that it was itself which 
first put Mr. "Wheeler to trial and it did 
not hesitate to do so in the city of Wash- 
ington. If Senator Wheeler has violated 
the law he ought to be treated -with no 
more consideration than any other citizen. 
On the other hand, if he did not violate it 
he will be acquitted and vindicated. 
Un- 


doubtedly there is a pnma facie case 
against him and under the circumstances 
it is the duty of the government to go 
through with the matter.

BILIARY CALCULO. 


Tn our last talk on the gall question we saw how 


and why gallstones happen and ran over some of 
the "indigestion." symptoms which should rouse 
the victim's suspicion, at any rate. We rounded the 
conference off. if you will recall—as no doubt you 
wi'l if you suspect you have gallstones—with an 
allusion to tho periodic attacks of severe distress 
which many gallstone victims have. 
And now 


there's worse still to come. To a doctor It really 
makes little difference whether the patient desig- 
nate such attacks as "gas attacks," "heart at- 
tacks," "acute indigestion," "intestinal indigestion" 
or what not. so long- as the doctor files a claim 
and at the first opportunity sinks a shaft to get the 
gallstones. These irregular attacks of alleged "In- 
digestion" fail to arouse tho enthusiasm of an am- 
bitious doctor, for two reasons; first, they are posi- 
tive evidence that something serious is the matter; 
second; they usually happen in the very early morn- 
ing hours. At best these attacks of spurious indi- 
gestion are bad from every point of view. But gall- 
stone colic is far worse. 


One often hears of people rolling about with pain. 


The victim-of biliary colic is abruptly seized with 
agonizing pain in the right side under the free ribs, 
the pain radiating to the right shoulder, perhaps, 
and also to the "pit of the stomach." Rolling about 
.he floor may temporarily assuage the agony, but 
•ery often, there comes a, severe chill and complete 
:oll"arise. Follow ins; the chill the temperature shoots 
iway up, and finally a drenching sweat occurs, 
vith great circulatory depression. The pain, with 
chill, fever and sweat, pretty clearly spells gall- 
tones. If next day the skin, mucous membranes, 
vhite of eye or body -secretions show evid'ence of 
aundice might as well arrang-e for the ambulance. 


The colic Is not necessarily caused, by a stone tra- 


-ersing the bile duct; probably more often It is 
caused by sudden Increase in the inflammation of 
he wall of the bile tract or gall sac or by spasm 
of muscle fibers of the -wall. 


Jaundice (the yellow discoloration -of skin, mu- 


cous membranes and body secretions) never occurs 
n some 40 per cent of gallstone cases Even among 
cases in which a gallstone has been found, at op- 
eration, lodged In the common bile duct, jaundice 
.ias been entirely absent In 25 per cent. So we can 
neither condemn nor pardon tho patient who does 
or does not show a yellow streak. 


X-ray pictures will demonstrate the presence of 


gallstones in abAut half of all cases. Failure of the 
X-ray examination to show gallstones by no means 
proves the suspect Innocent of having gallstones 
:oncealed within. Calculi consisting largely of cho- 
lesterin. make little or no shadow in the X-ray pic- 
ture; calculi containing- lime salts will probably be 
visible in the X-ray negative. Among- the conditions 
which have been mistaken for biliary colic and gall- 
stones when blind confidence was imposed In the 
mere X-ray evidence, may be named renal colic 
and stone in the. kidney, lead colic, gastric and 
duodenal ulcer, and cancer of tho gall sac. 


Clearly, then, to have and to hold gallstones one 


must know what, why and whether they are. Mr 
Bil'mg'sj plain people know too many things per- 
taining to the liver and all its works which ain't 
so. and I invite readers so oppressed to stick around, 
pay up subscription and follow where I show a 
light along the ways of health.

It is a gift to be able to make use 


of everyday people and everyday con- 
versations, giving them a twist which 
will make them funny. Donald Ogden 
Stewart, in "Mr. and Mrs. Haddock 
Abroad", published by Doran, com- 
bines sense and nonsense with utter 
disregard as to whether the events 
or people "fit into the picture." The 
results are ludicrous. 


Some humorists use pathos aa a 


contrast to the ridiculous. Ring Lard- 
ner often uses this means and sue 
ceeds in bringing tears as' well as 
laughter in his latest book. "How to 
TVrite Short Stories." Mr. Stewart, 
however, avoids the teary 
turn of 


events, and depends for his success 
on the American trait of laughtlng 
very easily at anything, with little or 
no provocation. He does not mirror 
life and character with as great ac. 
curacy on this account, for Lardner's 
initial premise that "laughter is akin 
to tears" is more nearly correct in 
the human equation. 


Mr. and Mrs. Haddock and their 


precocious daughter. Mildred, set sal! 
for Europe, with nearly a house and 
garden as baggage. Each step in their 
journey is elaborated upon and exag- 
gerated to such an extent that a cer- 
tain amount of it is extremely funny 
For instance, the crossword puzzle, 
which !s part of daily deck occupation 
is treated this way: 


"What is a kind of titmouse In five 


letters" asked the lady in the next

"Meadow lark" suggested Mrs. Had- 


dock timidlv. 


The rapidity with which the ship 


changes from a regulation seagoing 
vessel to the box office of a theatre, 
to a league of 'women voters meeting 
is too preposterous to be anything 
hut silly. The beginning of the story 
far surpasses the end because It is 
not as farfetched. 


This last book of Mr. Stewart's i" 


not as amusing as his earlier works 
"Parody Outline of History." the first 
of its kind on the American book 
shelf, created the furor it deserved 
It was highly original and bad for 
its underlying theme the authentic 
biocraphy of great men in history 
Just like a cartoon, which loses its 
fun in the caricature he overdrawn 
"Mr. 
and Mrs. Haddock Abroad,1' is 


too exaggerated. Another 
book 
on 


"Eticruette" by Mr. Stewart, carried 
with its humor an undercurrent o: 
goodnatured criticism of our era. Thif 


" latter book was remarkable because 


of its truthful, not too distorted ver 
sion of reform in manners and conven 
tions of the present. The humor how 
ever, stopped short of the lurfcrous 
line 


Extremes in humor aro just as deadl 


ly as extremes in melodrama. And 
Stewart has failed signally in this 
last attempt to bring laughter. One's 
reason cannot be put to sleep so sound 
jj* that it will not rise to question ab 
surdity.

.ngton Irving's immortal story and 
Joe Jefferson's

}lay. Not beinsr very good at answer- 
ing indignant questions I pass it on 


others. 
But her very reasonable Idea was 


that there is ,much to be. said for Mrs. 
Rip and that if Irving had lived in 
our own age of feminism and temper- 
ance he might have taken the wo- 
man's part and ripped up Rip instead 
of turning him Into a hero of a ro- 
mantic story. 


Mrs. Rip Van "Winkle, you remem- 


ber, was a good deal of a shrew. In 
both the story and the play she heaps 
reproaches upon Rip for his shiftless- 
ness and his drinking. She Is an ex- 
pert at scolding and at Interfering 
with what Rip regards as his preroga- 
tives. The story does not say so specif- 
ically, but she probably objected stren- 
uously to his squirting tobacco juice 
all over her cook stove and to his 
tracking mud into her newly scrubbed 
kitchen when ho was too drunk to re 
move his boots. 


SHE GETS THE BLAME 


As a result she has gone down into 


literary and dramatic history 
as a 


sour shrew, unlovable, a hex, a scold. 
Millions have loved the delightful Rip 
and have consciously or unconsciously 
formed their ethical odeas on his con- 
duct, his goodness of heart, his love 
for his dog, his delight in children. 
And those same millions have had 
nothing but harsh thoughts for Mrs. 
Rip, 
assuming that she drove him to 


drink. 


But It Is just as reasonable to sup- 


pose that the opposite was true and 
that Rip's shiftlefsness 
caused 
his 


wife's sourness. Delightful though a 
person like Rip Van "Winkle is in a 
story or on the stage, it Is certain 
that he cannot be very delightful to 
live with. He loves his dog and grows 
sentimental over it, and the reader or 
playgoer forgets that while he is ad- 
miring the man's goodness of heart 
that man is letting his wife take In 
washing in a desperate effort to keep 
the wolf from the door. There Is much 
to he said for the point of view that 
Mrs, 
Rip was not as bad as she Is 


painted, A modern writer might eas 
ily reverse the picture. 
WOULDN'T WAXT HUM SOBER 
Rip Van Winkle belongs to a large 


gallery of lovable, romantic charac- 
ters of literature, the drinking, roister- 
ing, 
brawling company in which are 


found such chascters as Falstaff, Pick- 
wick and others. They are forgiven all 
t!»ir faults because of 
their 
good 


hearts and it would of course be fu- 
tile and even ridiculous to condemn 
Falstaff or Rip Van Winkle because 
he did not live up to the principals of 
the W. C. T. XT. Their vitality is the 
vitality of humanity and the genius 
of their creators. However, even in 
real life, we often love a man for his 
faults rather than for his virtues, and 
a sober RipVan Winkle is both un 
thinkable and would be undesirable. 


But there Is point to tho suggestion 


none the less of writing up Mrs. Hip's 
story. -And If it were dono adequately 
it would graphically illustrate the dif- 
ference between the romantic and t 
realistic approach to literature. Irv- 
ing was a romantic and so was Joe 
Jefferson after him They cast a, spell 
of romance over things that nre In- 
herently unslovely, somewhat bestial 
even.. Perhaps nine out of ten of the 
people who have laughed and wept 
o\er Rip in th<? book or on the stage 
would heartily condemn him in real 
life ajid 
would warmly sympathize 


\\lth Mrs Rip if they knew her The 
romantic ignore* a great" manv obvi 
oils fnctR. Ts tho man a drunkard? Oh 
\\ell, but he ha.H a good heart. T>oes 
ho neglect his wife and children? TPS 
but his wife- is a shew nnd his chll- 
dien are dull and uninteresting. 


The modem biographer of Mrs. PJp 


Van Winklo would have to use the 
realistic approach. He would be oblig- 
ed, along with Rip's goodness of hrart 
to describe his shlftlessness. An Intl. 
mate picture of thp family life of the 
Van Winkles would throw an entirely 
different light on Rip's lovabloness 
and his wife's sourness. 


From the nature of things Rip's 


story must be romantic and also from 
the nature of things his wife's would 
have to be realistic.
